PLANS to hold an English Defence League 
march on the same day as a Luton Town 
football match have been slammed. 

The Hatters will face AFC Telford United 
away in the opening game of the Blue Square 
season hours after the march in Wellington - 
which is less than half a mile from Telford's 
stadium - is due to take place. 

The kick-off time for the Conference game 
on August 13 was put back from 3pm to 
noon and then finally to 7.45pm on police 
advice. 

However, some have raised concerns the 
combination of a football match and an EDL 
march in such close proximity to each other 
is a recipe for disaster. 

Luton South MP Gavin Shuker said: “This 
comes the same week as (EDL leader) 
Stephen Lennon’s conviction related to his 
actions before a football match which again 
landed Luton and the EDL in the headlines. 

“Legitimate followers of Luton Town are 
being disadvantaged by a group of people 
who are dragging down the name of the 
town. 

“They are a small group of people and they 
are having a disproportionate effect on our 
reputation. We know Luton is a great place 
to live and we are very optimistic about our 
city status bid. 

“I think it’s very irresponsible to have an 
EDL march on the same day in the same 
place as where Luton Town are playing. 

“It only serves to reinforce some of the 
negative stereotypes people have of the 
town.” 

Luton Borough Council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: “It is disappointing to hear 
that this small group that does not represent 
the overwhelming majority of people in 
Luton is yet again making headlines. 

“Luton’s diversity has long been one of its 
greatest strengths, and that remains the case 


today, with our communities making it very 
clear they want to present a strong, united 
front to marginalise those who seek to 
create divisions in our society. 

“We are applying for city status because of 
our economic growth, industrial dynamism, 
social development and of course our 
vibrant, lively and diverse community 
which enriches the lives of all who live in, 
and visit, Luton.” 

A statement on Luton Town’s website 
reads: ‘Had we not agreed to these stipula¬ 
tions set out by West Mercia Police the game 
would have been postponed, something 
that both clubs and the Football Conference 
wanted to avoid at all costs, especially as it is 
the opening game of the season’. 

A statement released by AFC Telford said: 
‘The clubs have had to agree to facilitate a 
number of special arrangements and we 
apologise for any inconvenience to 
supporters’ normal routines’. 

Chief Inspector Keith Gee, of West Mercia 
Police, said: “We are extremely sorry for any 
inconvenience caused to supporters of both 
clubs in this instance but if the game is to 
take place on the day - as is the desire of the 
clubs and the Football Conference - then a 
7.45pm kick-off with alternative ticketing 
arrangements was the only option we were 
comfortable with.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman said: 
“We always liaise with other forces and 
share information but that’s all we would 
like to say about this.” 

EDL leader Stephen Lennon said: “This is a 
small regional demonstration and I’ve got 
nothing to do with it. People have a right to 
demonstrate. 

“There was no need to delay the game, it’s 
a total over-reaction and overkill and I 
believe it was done on purpose to create a 
backlash against the EDL. 

“The date for the march was set before the 
fixture list was published so it’s a massive 
coincidence that it’s on the same day.”

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AROUND £5 million of taxpayers’ 
money spent on a five-year plan 
to build thousands of homes 
has been ‘wasted’ after it was 
axed. 

Vast amounts of funding went 
towards developing proposals for 
housing, employment, roads and 
schools in Luton and South 
Bedfordshire for the next 15 years, 
including around 20 ‘evidence 
studies’. 

But on Friday it was agreed to axe 
the entire plan - known as the Core 
Strategy - leading to some to claim 


all of the money spent on it has 
been for nothing. 

The total bill for putting the plan 
together is around £5 million, with 
funding coming from Luton 
Borough and Central Bedfordshire 
councils, as well as Central 
Government. 

The Joint Committee, which was 
created to develop the plan, said it 
was being withdrawn ‘on the singu¬ 
lar ground that a specific site 
allocation to the west of Luton has 
not been allocated’. 

Committee member Cllr David 
Franks, who is leader of Luton Town 
Hall’s Liberal Democrat group, said 
his party had ‘consistently com¬ 


plained’ that the committee had 
‘never been presented with evi¬ 
dence and information on which to 
decide which areas should be 
included and which excluded’. 

He added: “The complete waste 
of millions of pounds of taxpayers’ 
money and seven years of hard 
work could have been avoided if the 
Labour and Tory chairman and 
vice-chairman had been prepared 
to present the full facts to the com¬ 
mittee.” 

As recently as last month, the 
committee said it had ‘agreed to 
continue’ with the plan, even 
though a Government inspector 
had raised serious concerns as to its 


‘soundness’. Committee chairman 
Roy Davis, a Labour Luton council¬ 
lor, said: “There is much in the Core 
Strategy that both councils can 
agree upon and Luton Borough will 
be continuing to co-operate with 
Central Beds and other councils 
in the area to ensure that its ideas 
can be taken forward in an appro¬ 
priate way. 

“While it is regrettable that one 
issue has resulted in this inevitable 
conclusion, we are unable to advise 
the Secretary of State and the 
Planning Inspector to continue 
with the process of examining the 
Core Strategy towards formal adop¬ 
tion in all reasonableness.”

Hundreds of council staff earn over £50k 


Canister gas leak was 
cause of BBQ explosion 


MORE than 480 council 
staff were paid salaries of 
£50,000 or over last year. 

The sums paid to 
employees were revealed 
in Luton Borough and 
Central Bedfordshire 
councils’ statements of 
accounts for 2010/11, 
published this month, 
which also reveal that 
more than £2.3million 
was paid to their chief 
executives and directors 
during that year. 

At Luton Borough 
Council, a total of 
£1,253,180 was paid to its 
chief executive, Trevor 
Holden, and 12 other 
department heads. Mr 
Holden received a salary 
of £128,923 plus pension 
contributions of £15,707. 

In total, 248 Luton 
Borough Council employ¬ 
ees, both council officers 
and school staff, had 
salaries topping £50,000 
(excluding pension contri¬ 
butions). 

Last year, Central Beds 
chief executive Richard 
Carr was paid an £186,750 
salary and £40,515 in 
pension contributions. 
Director of children’s serv¬ 
ices Edwina Grant (also 



acts as deputy chief execu¬ 
tive) received £157,987 
and her pension contribu¬ 
tions were £34,328. 

There were 96 employees 
who were paid between 
£50,000 - £54,999 last 
year, while the number of 
people being paid 
between £65,000 - £69,999 
more than doubled since 
2009/10. 

In total, there were 263 
people, other than senior 
employees, earning bet¬ 
ween £50,000 - £129,999. 
There was one person 
earning between £125,000 
- £129,999. 

A Luton council 
spokesman said: “We are 
currently in the process of 



restructuring the council 
and, along with losing 
hundreds of posts, no 
officer has received a pay 
increase since 2009.” 

Central Beds Cllr 
Maurice Jones said: “We 
undertook a review of our 
management arrange¬ 
ments in 2010/11 which 
resulted in a 20 per cent 
reduction in staff at senior 
management level. 

“This action has provid¬ 
ed a significant saving of 
£1.7 million per annum. 

“There has been a pay 
freeze across the council 
and the only rises in pay 
are linked to people rising 
up the salary scale or pro¬ 
motion.” 


GAS leaking from a canister 
led to a barbecue stove 
explosion in which three 
children and a woman suf¬ 
fered severe burns. 

A boy and two girls aged 
between six and 11 who 
attend Sacred Heart 
Primary School in Langford 
Drive, Luton, sustained 15 
per cent to 20 per cent 
burns to their arms, while a 
woman in her 40s also suf¬ 
fered burns to her throat in 
a field in Ashcroft Way, 
Luton, on July 22 - the final 
day of the school year. 

A fire service spokesman 
said: “The investigation has 
not been concluded yet but 
I think it’s safe to say that it’s 
understood that there was 
gas leaking from the canis¬ 
ter which contributed to the 
explosion. 

“These items are generally 
safe and incidents like this 
are not common but we 
would encourage users to 
read all instructions that 
come with these mini gas 
barbecues and discard any 
full or empty canisters care¬ 
fully.” 

Paramedics and firefight¬ 



ers from the nearby Stopsley 
Fire Station worked to treat 
the injured parties at the 
event which was not organ¬ 
ised by the school and used 
burn gel packs. 

The pupils were taken to 
Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital, and the woman 
was airlifted to the specialist 
burns unit at Broomfield 
Hospital in Chelmsford. 

A further three other 
adults were also taken to the 
Lister Hospital in Stevenage 
with minor burns.

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White House pub 
pinpointed as a 
violent hotspot

ALMOST half of all incidents of violence linked 
to licensed premises in Luton town centre are 
connected to just one pub. 

Seventeen violent offences were in some way 
related to The White House, in St George’s 
Square, in the 12 months up to June, with the 
rest of the town centre bars, nightclubs and off 
licences having 24 between them. 

The figures released by Bedfordshire Police 
under a Freedom of Information request reveal 
six of The White House offences were for assault 
occasioning ABH, two were for GBH with intent 
to wound, one for malicious wounding and one 
was for possessing of an article with a blade in a 
public place. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, who represents Luton South 
ward which the pub is in, said: “I know it’s one of 
the biggest and busiest in the town but I am sur¬ 
prised at the figures. 

“If we [the council] were to be contacted by the 
police about this the ultimate option is a review 
of an establishment’s licence. 

“My first impression is that it’s a well run estab¬ 
lishment but it does get large crowds which 
could cause potential trouble.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman said: 
“Central to our fight against crime and protec¬ 
tion of the public is the reduction of alcohol 
fuelled violence and disorder. 

“We work closely with local authorities and 
licensees to achieve this and have a developed a 
strong and open working relationship over the 
years to ensure good working practices are 
maintained. 


“Should a premises repeatedly fail to maintain 
such standards, however, then positive action to 
get a licence revoked by the courts would be 
taken. 

“It is also worth noting crimes recorded as 
‘violence against the person’ include many 
where no or only minor injury is involved. 

“However, the force are not complacent in 
their response and have in fact recently seen a 
15 per cent fall in the number of ‘most serious 
violence’ offences, which reflects a significant 
achievement in protecting the public more 
effectively.” 

A spokesman for Wetherspoon, which owns 
the pub, said: “The White House is very popular 
and attracts large numbers of customers. 

“The vast majority of them are well-behaved, 
however there have been occasions when the 
police, as outlined in the report, have been 
called to the pub. 

“We would point out that of the incidents 
reported, some relate to situations which did 
not occur in The White House itself. 

“Additionally police have been called to the 
pub itself after vigilant staff asked for assistance 
in removing customers whose behaviour was 
unacceptable. “The pub has worked and contin¬ 
ues to work closely with the police.” 

Chief executive officer Adam Fouracre from 
voluntary group Stand Against Violence said: 
“Following the murder of my brother Lloyd in 
an incident of mindless alcohol fuelled vio¬ 
lence, I believe it is vitally important to educate 
young people about the consequences of vio¬ 
lence to stop these incidents reoccurring. 

“Education is most definitely the key to pre¬ 
vention and this is what our charity aims to do.” 


Car washer assaulted over ‘damaged’ BMW 


A CAR wash attendant was 
attacked by a customer who 
found his BMW had been 
damaged. 

On Wednesday at about 2pm, 
the man returned to the car 
wash in Sundon Park Road, 
Luton, to make the complaint 
about the damage to his car. 


After leaving again he 
returned with four or five other 
men and beat up the 31-year- 
old victim, who was left with 
facial injuries and needed 13 
stitches to a cut on his nose. 

The main attacker is 
described as black, about 24 
years old, 6ft tall with a slim 


build. He wore a white sleeved 
top, trousers and a grey base¬ 
ball cap.

Man goes on 
the run after 
smashing 
his home up 
with an axe 

AN AXE-WIELDING man 
with mental health prob¬ 
lems was on the loose for 
17 hours before finally 
being arrested by police. 

The man, believed to be 
in his 30s, smashed up his 
council house in Tithe 
Farm Road, Houghton 
Regis, on Wednesday at 
5pm but ran away, spark¬ 
ing a huge manhunt 
which included armed 
officers and helicopters. 

He was arrested at 
around 10am on 
Thursday when he 
returned to his now 
boarded-up home where 
police were waiting for 
him. He was taken to the 
police station on suspi¬ 
cion of criminal damage, 
and has not been. Instead 
of being charged he was 
handed over to the mental 
health services. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “We were called to 
Tithe Farm Road to a 
report of a man who had a 
small wood-chopping axe. 

“Police attended in large 
numbers including the 
armed response unit as 
normal. 

“We searched for the 
man who had done a lot of 
damage to his home and 
made good his escape 
before police arrived on 
the scene. 

“Police did a thorough 
search and he was arrest¬ 
ed when he returned to 
his house in a much 
calmer state.” 

Central Beds councillor 
Carole Hegley said: “The 
property has been secured 
and we are currently 
working closely with the 
police to determine the 
full facts of the situation 
and will continue to do so 
to achieve the most 
appropriate outcome for 
the community and the 
tenant.”

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Medical staff in 
dark over study 

WORRIED staff have been calling a 
hospital to find out about plans 
that could see services go in an 
NHS shake-up which they were 
not aware of. 

Last week we revealed Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital is part of a 
review that means any of its 
services could be lost to others 
elsewhere but could also gain 
some services it does not 
currently offer to patients. 

The Acute Services Review, 
which also includes hospitals in 
Milton Keynes, Northampton, 
Kettering and Bedford, was set 
up to consider how services will 
be provided across the region. 

The review is in its very earliest 
stages and is expected to go out 
to public consultation at the end 
of the year. 

Any changes that are 
recommended could be put in 
place between April 2012 and 
April 2014. 

A hospital spokesman said: “The 
South East Midlands Acute 
Services Review provides the L&D 
and some surrounding hospitals to 
discuss, in consultation with the 
public and all other stakeholders, 
which services are best provided 
where in the interests of 
maintaining safety and the highest 
quality of care.”

Hospital dishes 
up food review

SPECIALISTS are being 
drafted in at a hospital to 
review its catering services 
- weeks after they were 
slammed for serving a 
diabetic pensioner jacket 
potatoes and vegetables 
twice a day. 

Last month we reported 
Salma Begum said her 
father Ataur Rahman, 74, 
was not treated for a hypo 
as Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital nurses thought he 
was merely ‘snoring’. 

Miss Begum, of 
Westbourne Road, Luton, 
said his blood glucose level 
plummeted to 1.7 mM - 
well below the 3 mM at 
which potentially fatal 
hypoglycemia episodes 
occur - because ‘he wasn’t 
getting the right diet’. 

The hospital’s catering 
service for patients and 
staff is currently run as an 
‘in-house’ operation with 
food cooked on the 
premises. There are also 
four retail outlets offering a 


range of hot drinks, snacks, 
newspapers/magazines 
and confectionary. 

Last Friday L&D managers 
informed union 

representatives of the 
review, which is about to 
begin and will last several 
months, and the hospital 
said ‘all options will be 
considered including 
options for additional 
catering/retail services’. 

The L&D said the review 
was part of a ‘wider 
evaluation of the estate and 
how improvements can be 
made to the patient and 
visitor experience’. 

Miss Begum, who 
registered a complaint 


against the hospital for the 
treatment her father 
received, said: “If it’s the 
case that the L&D is 
conducting a review, then 
that’s brilliant because lots 
of people have been going 
to the newspapers with 
stories about the hospital 
and it looks like it’s had an 
effect.” 

In a statement the L&D 
said: “This evaluation is in 
very early stages and no 
decisions have been made 
to bring in a private 
catering company, or 
indeed to make any 
changes to the current 
provision of food and drink 
to patients and staff.”

There could be a big future 
in thinking on a smaller scale 


T HE Big Society debate 
reminds me of a string of 
letters that, many years ago, 
appeared in one of the national 
newspapers, concerning the 
then British Railways. 

A reader wrote in to complain 
about how inefficient, expensive 
and grubby was our railway sys¬ 
tem. He went on to suggest it was 
a 19th century mode of travel, 
with an early 20th century mode 
of management and should be 
chopped altogether. 

The state was simply no good 
at running this kind of thing and 
Beeching had not gone any¬ 
where far enough with his cuts. 
The railway lines could then be 
tarmacked and used exclusively 
for lorries, which would make 
their journeys easier and also 
free up the other roads for car 
users. They are straight and 
connect to major cities, so 
there should be fuel savings as 
well. 

This idea received a lot of sup¬ 
port, and one reader suggested 
that as they were lorry only and 
straight roads, these lorries 
could pull trailers a lot easier, 
thereby increasing the efficiency. 

This idea received a lot of sup¬ 
port and one reader suggested 
that to further increase fuel effi¬ 
ciency and pull even more trail¬ 
ers, the lorries could be put on 
tracks... 

For more than 100 years the 
working classes of this country, 
often excluded from much of the 
social, educational and financial 
services the country provided, 


did it for themselves. Friendly 
societies, mutuals, guilds and 
co-operatives were established 
where people saved collectively, 
which allowed them to build 
their own house, schools and 
cottage hospitals. Forward think¬ 
ing councils, such as the one in 
Birmingham led by Joseph 
Chamberlain, helped provide 
decent education, clean water 
and sewage, street lamps and 
much else. It was all done locally. 
But with the expansion of the 
state and the growth of corpo¬ 
rate capitalism, local and non- 
accountable bodies became 
unpopular. 

The right did not like them 
because they challenged the free 
market and a profit could not be 
made from them. 

The left did not like them 
because they challenged the 
all-pervading power of the state, 
and were pluralist and local 
rather than corporate and 
central. 

The right under Thatcher 
weakened trade unions and 
co-operatives and facilitated the 
switching of many friendly - or 
building societies as they had 
become - societies to private 
capital banks. They even told us 
there was no such thing as soci¬ 


eties, let alone a big one. The left 
‘nationalised’ education, health 
and social services, as nanny 
state knew best. You don’t have 
to read Kafka to realise the prob¬ 
lems such a large, centralised 
state could cause. 

Many distrust the present 
Government’s Big Society idea as 
no more than a money-saving 
gimmick. We pay taxes for these 
services we are now being asked 
to do ourselves, for nothing. But 
why not take them at their word? 
What is wrong with local owner¬ 
ship, and local democracy which 
will break down, or at least 
mitigate the worst excesses of 
multi-national capitalism and 
the state. 

Schools could have different 
ethics, mutual and friendly soci¬ 
eties could be allowed to grow 
again and cottage hospitals to fill 
the gap left by the inevitable rise 
of regional super-hospitals. 

As historian AJP Taylor once 
said, before the First World War 
the only time most British peo¬ 
ple came in contact with the 
state was when they visited the 
Post Office. 

Perhaps it is the time for the 
rise of localism and pluralism, 
two words once hated by left 
and right. The little Big Society.

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Suspicions raised 
by empty pub fire

TWO fires may have been 
started deliberately in a 
disused pub in the space of a 
week. 

More than 20 firefighters were 
called to the Priory Pub in High 
Street North, Dunstable (right), 
on Wednesday evening to tack¬ 
le the first-floor blaze. 

There was also a small fire at 
the property on July 22. 

The building, which has been 
boarded up since 2009, was 
heavily smokelogged and it 
took nearly an hour for it to be 
brought under control. 


It is not known if there was 
anyone in the building at the 
time. 

Two crews from Dunstable 
initially went to the scene but 
called for two more from Luton 
and Toddington to help them. 

Fire service spokesman Neil 
Thompson said: “There is an 
investigation into the fire. It is a 
vacant building and at this 
stage we don’t know what it will 
come up with. 

“We have attended fires there 
before but I can’t say whether 
this is suspicious. There is the 
possibility that it was started 
deliberately and this is one of 
the things being looked into.” 


Missing persons’ tally tops 1,000 in six months 


MORE than 1,000 people have 
been reported missing in the 
county so far this year. 

Figures released by 
Bedfordshire Police following 
a Freedom of Information 
request reveal that 1,009 cases 
were reported in the six 
months up to June 26. 

Although these are incidents 
which have initially been 
recorded under the missing 


person category, not all go on 
to be investigated as many are 
found safe and well within a 
few hours of it being 
reported. 

A force spokeswoman said: 
“We are currently investigating 
two ‘active’ missing person 
reports but also have 68 
‘inactive’ missing person 
investigations logged. 

“Inactive investigations relate 


to people who have been 
missing for some considerable 
time. 

“Two date back to the 1980s, 
while many others involve 
people who are known to be 
safe and well and now living in 
a foreign country, but whom 
remain listed as ‘missing’ 
because they have not been 
seen in person by a 
Bedfordshire police officer.”

Legal aid restriction plan 

SIR - At present, individuals acquit¬ 
ted of criminal charges are able to 
claim back reasonable out-of-pocket 
legal expenses. 

The previous Government made 
proposals seeking to remove this 
established right as a cost-cutting 
measure. 

Members of the current 
Government quite rightly opposed 
this move during 2009-10, and it 
was dropped after the General 
Election. 

Unfortunately, tempted by cost¬ 
cutting, the government is reviving 
the plans, adding questionable 
restrictions on legal aid. 

Prosecutions can cover relatively 
ordinary matters such as motoring 
where the authorities are less than 
perfect. As many as one in five 
Crown Court cases has been found 
to be ineffective. 

It is quite wrong that the govern¬ 
ment should wish to see innocent 
people out-of-pocket when they 
have to defend their reputation, par¬ 
ticularly those thrifty enough to 
build some savings. 

As the government has just 
reduced the interest payable on an 
Irish loan (losing up to £75 million a 
year income), it can’t be that desper¬ 
ate. I urge readers to check the Law 
Society website for more details, and 
to write to their MP at the House of 
Commons, London SW1A 0AA.

Florseracing tragedy 

SIR -1 am sickened by the needless 
tragedy which took place at Ascot on 
Saturday, July 23, when a beautiful 
young horse needlessly lost his life. 

Rewilding was second favourite to 
win the King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes when he stumbled 
and broke his leg at the home 
stretch. 

Jockey Frankie Dettori was thrown 
but not seriously hurt, and the horse 
continued to struggle on three legs, 
with the broken foreleg swinging 
and the cannon bone exposed. He 
was swiftly put down. 

Dettori had won a race on him in 
June, after which he was disciplined 
for excessive use of the whip. 

There are many disturbing things 
about the horseracing industry, 
including the fact that racehorses 
are bred for speed rather than skele¬ 
tal strength, making such fatalities 
more likely. 

Since March 2007, 718 horses have 
died on racecourses. This total 
excludes those who are slaughtered 
because they do not make the grade 
and those who die in training. I 
refuse to subsidise this carnage and 
therefore do not bet on horseracing.

DECISIONS regarding care 
homes for the elderly are to be 
taken within a month. 

On August 22 Luton Borough 
Council’s executive is set to take a 
decision ‘to further rationalise 
and restructure local authority 
elder persons’ homes’. 

Liberal Democrat group leader 
David Franks said that, at the full 
council meeting, he asked the 
Labour councillors for ‘assur¬ 
ances’ that this does not mean 
‘more closures’ of council-run 
residential homes, but claims 
they ‘refused to give any guaran¬ 
tees’. 

Cllr Franks said: “I really hope 
this is not leading to another 
round of the anxiety, concern and 
uncertainty which surrounded 
Labour’s closure of Sherd Lodge 
and The Mount (which closed in 
February 2010 and May 2011 
respectively). 

“I’ve not met anybody who 
believed those so-called consul¬ 
tation exercises were real. 

“Most thought they were a bit of 
window dressing with the deci¬ 
sions already taken beforehand. 
If they are planning residential 


home closures then they should 
come clean and own up, the 
sooner the better. It is just not fair 
that they create these long peri¬ 
ods of uncertainty. It causes total¬ 
ly unnecessary pain and anguish 
for all those involved. 


“By announcing they are going 
to conduct a review it leads lots of 
people to think all sorts of 
things.” 

Luton Borough Council had not 
commented by the time we went 
to press.

Man claimed knife 
was for ‘protection’

A MAN has admitted carrying a 
kitchen knife on a trip to the 
shops - ‘for protection’. 

Mark Rawbone, 40, revealed a 
three-inch blade in his right 
trouser pocket when confronted 
by police outside his home in 
New Bedford Road, Luton, on 
July 16. 

He was arrested and inter¬ 
viewed but made no comment, 


and at Luton Magistrates’ Court 
on Wednesday Rawbone pleaded 
guilty to possession of a knife in a 
public place. 

Magistrates heard how 
Rawbone ‘accepts he had been 
drinking too much and was 
among the wrong crowd’. 

It was for this reason that he 
‘fears for his personal safety and 
chose to go to the shops with a 
knife in his pocket’. 

It was the fifth time Rawbone 
had been convicted of an offence 


involving possession of a knife. 
The first was in 2000, when he 
was convicted of possession of 
an eight inch kitchen knife. 

Then in 2007 he was convicted 
of two counts of possession of 
knives, along with a further 
count in 2009. 

In 2010 he was convicted of 
affray which also involved a 
knife. 

Magistrates adjourned sentenc¬ 
ing until next month and released 
Rawbone on unconditional bail.

A year’s ban for silly’ drunk driver who lost control 


A WOMAN who drank too much 
beer and crashed her car 
flipping it over onto its roof has 
been disqualified from driving. 

A passer-by helped Malgorzata 
Bialas to get out of her Vauxhall 
Corsa after it had overturned in 
Bramingham Road, Luton. 

Bialas, 30, had swerved across 
the road, hit the railings and 
spun the car around 360 


degrees before it left the ground 
and landed upside down. Bialas, 
of Bagswick Close, failed a 
breathalyser test. 

On Wednesday she told Luton 
Magistrates’ Court she had 
drunk ‘three beers’ at her 
friend’s house that evening on 
June 6 before driving home. 

The court heard she was 
looking down at her car radio 


when approaching the 
roundabout and lost control. 

Bialas pleaded guilty to 
drink-driving and admitted to 
magistrates: “It was my own 
silly fault.” 

She was disqualified from 
driving for 12 months, ordered to 
pay a £200 fine and costs of 
£85 and a victim surcharge of 
£15. 


Duggan’s Law set 
for Ireland’s roads

DRINK-DRIVING laws pio¬ 
neered in Britain by a pub land¬ 
lord whose son was killed by a 
drink-driver could soon be 
passed in Ireland. 

Declan Duggan, who runs The 
White Swan in High Street South, 
Dunstable, is the driving force 
behind Duggan’s Law, which 
came into force in 2002 three 
years after his son was tragically 
killed in a car crash. 

Mr Duggan embarked on a four- 
year campaign for new legislation 
after the driver of the car, in 
which Kevin was a passenger, had 
been drinking but because he was 
unconscious after the crash a 
blood sample could not be taken. 


Following tireless campaigning 
by the family, the law was 
changed so that blood samples 
can be taken at hospital - and so 
‘Duggan’s Law’ came into being 
in Britain. 

Since 2008 Mr Duggan (above) 
has been in talks with 
Irish politicians and last week 
Minister Leo Varadkar 
presented a set of road safety 
proposals, including legalisation 


for taking blood samples from 
unconscious drivers. The 
Department for Transport has since 
confirmed that once this is present¬ 
ed to the Transport Committee, it 
can then be brought before the Dail, 
the Irish Parliament, in the autumn 
session. 

Mr Duggan said: “This is an 
important part of me and my 
family’s continued fight for 
justice. It will be an amazing step 
forward if this happens in Ireland 
and I am very proud of the work 
that I have done in Kevin’s name. 

“I am also lucky to have worked 
with so many politicians 
committed to acting for the 
common good. 

“It’s quite exciting. The next 
stage will be to get this 
introduced as part of EU law.”

MICHAEL Swain was metres 
away from safety when he was 
struck down by an improvised 
explosive device. 

The now 21-year-old is still 
recovering from losing both his 
legs but will take on the 500 mile 
challenge to raise money for 
Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and 
Families Association (SSAFA) 
Forces Help. 

Explaining what happened, Mr 
Swain said: “I was on foot patrol 
in Afghanistan Helmand 
Province, Sangin. We were about 
150m short of the compound 
when we came across a long 
ditch that ran sideways along us. 

“The first m an jumped over, 
nothing seemed out of the ordi¬ 
nary then I jumped over and the 
next thing I knew I was 6ft in the 
air falling to the ground, where 
straight away I was aware of the 
injuries I had sustained. 

“My section commander, who 
was the next bloke behind me, 
took shrapnel to the face and 
was flown back to the UK with 
me. Luckily enough, after a 
couple of months, his injuries 
healed and he was eager to get 
back out to Afghanistan and 
carry on the job. 

“At the time when it happened, 
I was just thinking ‘this isn’t real, 
it can’t be happening’, but it had 
and the lads around me who

were helping me were great. I 
couldn’t have asked for a better 
team.

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through the day’s activities and 
challenges and I found I can still 
do a lot of the same sports that I 
used to do, and some sports I 
didn’t think were even possible.” 

Mr Swain was in hospital for 
five and a half weeks, but said he 
was ‘lucky’ as he was home in 
time for Christmas that year. 
Now he undergoes rehabilitation 
at the special centre in Headley 
Court, in Surrey, which treats 
injured members of the armed 
forces to help with his injuries. 

He said: “Down there is where 
they make the magic. They get 
you up to a good standard of 
fitness that meets the require¬ 
ment of your injury. 

“There are lots of different 
injuries down there so everyone 
is different and needs other 
routes in helping them achieve 


their goals. I will be doing SSAFA’s 
Ride of Britain on a handbike, a 
three-wheel based bike which is 
propelled by your arms. 

“I am looking forward to doing 
the bike ride. It will be good to 
have the chance to give some¬ 
thing back and hopefully help 
others, it will be a challenge but 
I’m looking forward to it. 

“For SSAFA Forces Help’s Ride 
of Britain, I hope to raise as 
much as possible as it is going 
towards a great cause. 

“SSAFA Forces Help is a great 
charity. They have been around 
for a long time, but not everyone 
knows their name. They do a lot 
of stuff personally to help people 
which a lot of the time people 
never hear about. 

“They help people from all 
services, from all ages and I 


think doing this bike ride is a 
great idea as it is reminding 
people that injured soldiers are 
still here and they do want to 
help.” 

The route covers almost 500 
miles of challenging countryside, 
through the rugged fells of 
Cumbria to one of Britain’s best 
loved national parks, the 
Yorkshire Dales, and onto the 
flat land of Lincolnshire and 
quaint villages of Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

On the final day, the cyclists 
will pedal their way through 
London, finishing their gallant 
ride at the iconic Horseguards 
Parade.

LAGOS, PORTUGAL _ 

I CAN’T tell you how many reports 
I’ve read in the last few years 
telling me that sun-loving Brits 
are shunning European holidays 
for the (allegedly) cheaper UK 
summer break. 

But after a week spent in Lagos on 
the west coast of the Algarve of 
Portugal, I couldn’t disagree more. 

The historical, cobble streeted 
town was heaving with British, Irish, 
German (and the odd other nation¬ 
ality) tourist keen to bronze them¬ 
selves for a week or two, alongside 
the bus load of backpackers who 
arrived at regular intervals to enjoy 
the day and night life this vibrant 
area has to offer. 

On first impressions Lagos - pro¬ 
nounced La-gosh - is a maze of 
sweet narrow streets, shrouded by 
quaint buildings, all tucked in nice¬ 
ly by a historic city wall. 


But hidden in the middle of all this 
culture is a vibrant centre, filled 
with restaurants spilling onto the 
street and seasonal workers trying 
to lure you into one of the many, 
many smoke-filled bars (the smok¬ 
ing ban doesn’t seem to have hit 
Portugal yet). 

Whether day or night, the buzz on 
the streets of Lagos is unmistakable, 
with shops a plenty and numerous 
happy hours to choose from. 

But if you are looking for a taste of 
real Portugal, you have to delve a bit 
deeper than the curry house and 
burger bars that have popped up 
all over to appease the many UK 
visitors. 

But trust me, if you look hard 
enough - beyond the beach balls 
and hair braiding - the true essence 
of Lagos is there. 

Hidden in the side streets, and the 
smaller buildings, we found enough 
true traditional Portuguese restau¬ 
rants to satisfy our need to try the 
local cuisine - which mostly com- 
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prises fish, salad and potatoes and a 
very unusual Portuguese style steak, 
in a garlic broth topped off with a 
fried egg - yum! 

We even found a traditional Italian 
restaurant run by a true Italian fami¬ 
ly tucked away off the beaten track, 
which was delicious for when you 
want a break from the local grub. 

The town sits just across a main 
road from a long promenade, 


which at one end holds a pretty 
harbour and on the other lots off 
neat, small beaches tucked along 
the coast line like little pockets of 
sandy heaven. 

These beaches nestle in little dips 
along the sea front, hidden by large 
rock walls, and the further away 
from the town you get, the quieter 
they are. 

Although, as I said earlier, little 
about Lagos is quiet and even the 
smaller (including one nudist) 
beaches were dotted with sun 
worshippers of all ages. 

We stayed just outside the town at 
beautiful, hillside apartments called 
Quintas dos Caracois. 

Situated close to the main road - 
but not so close the noise disturbs 
you - the large apartments and pri¬ 
vate pool are just a stone’s throw 
away from regular buses which 
within 10 minutes get you into 
Lagos. 

But the real benefit of staying here 
is it gave us the chance to explore 


the smaller neighbouring seaside 
town of Luz. 

About 15 minutes bus trip from 
Lagos (or five mins from our apart¬ 
ments) this is a quieter, family 
friendly town. With a long stretch of 
white sand and a handful, or two, of 
tasty restaurants, this is a refreshing 
break from the buzz of Lagos. 

Although Luz is equally popular 
with tourists, and has a number of 
bars, it comes across much more 
family oriented and the peaceful 
evenings are not disturbed by the 
constant hub of promoters that don 
Lagos. 

With a zoo and water park within 
reaching distance - although as a 30 
something couple we didn’t venture 
to these - it is safe to say that Lagos 
is a tourist’s heaven in a beautiful 
surrounding. 

You may have to dig that bit deep¬ 
er for the history and culture, but if 
you are prepared to look, trust me, it 
is there.

ALEX Lawless is desperate to redeem himself 
after missing one of the penalties in last 
season’s Conference play-off final shoot-out 
that saw Luton Town’s dreams of promotion 
back to the Football League go up in flames. 

Defeat to AFC Wimbledon at the City of 
Manchester Stadium in May saw the Welshman 
finish on the losing side in the promotion show¬ 
piece for the second year in a row which he 
admits was the hardest day in his football career.

Luton have missed out on promotion through 
the play-offs in two consecutive seasons and 
Lawless is mindful that winning the Blue Square 
Bet Premier final is this term’s target.

Fans fury as EDL march 
forces ticket headache

LUTON Town fans have reacted angrily to 
the switching of the kick-off time for the 
club's opening Blue Square Bet Premier 
game of the season at AFC Telford United 
due to a planned march by the English 
Defence League. 

The Conference curtain-raiser on 
Saturday, August 13 will now start at 7.45pm 
after West Mercia Police imposed strict 
stipulations for both clubs to agree or face 
the clash being postponed. 

But details of the time switch and the 
unusual ticketing policy has sparked fury 
from the Hatters faithful, while some are 
concerned about links with the EDL. 

Travelling Town supporters will be 
required to purchase a receipt from the 
club’s ticket office where the details of each 
individual will be recorded. 

They will then need to exchange that for a 
match ticket at a rendezvous point at 
Shifnal Service Station (junction 4 of the 
M54) at 6pm on match day. 

Free coaches will transport all supporters 
to and from the ground and even fans 
travelling up by car or train will have to take 
this route. 

A statement on the Hatters website read: 
‘Luton Town, AFC Telford United and the 
Football Conference would like to apologise 
to all supporters for the severe inconven¬ 
ience that these arrangements will 
undoubtedly cause. 

‘However, had we not agreed to these stip¬ 
ulations set out by West Mercia Police, the 


would have been postponed, something 
that both clubs and the Football 
Conference wanted to avoid at all costs, 
especially as it is the opening game of the 
season.’ 

It also stated that the game couldn’t be 
switched to Kenilworth Road due to demo¬ 
lition work linked to the Luton and 
Dunstable guided busway taking place that 
weekend. 

But fans have taken to social media web¬ 
site Facebook to express their anger. 

Keith Hayward said: ‘It’s about time the 
club started to make it clear that they do 
not wish to be associated with the EDL, as it 
will be guilt by association until then. And 
this match should be on a different date.’ 

Mark Haydon added: ‘By deciding not to 
go, because of the daft arrangements, you 
actually give them what they want. The old 
Bill clearly don’t want the Luton fans to 
bother going. Makes their life easier, saves 
them money and this ridiculous system is 
born out of prejudice and is designed to put 
everyone off. They can then knock off early.’ 

On the ticketing arrangements, Steve 
Russell wrote: ‘That’s a joke, surely. What 
next? Gonna be asking for fingerprints and 
DNA samples soon I tell ya lol’. 

On the kick-off time change, which had 
previously been moved from 3pm to 
12.30pm, Jeff Smith said: ‘congratulations 
to all and sundry for making an utter pig’s 
ear of things. Once again it’s the football fan 
that suffers. What’s the point bothering any 
more? You take leave, swap shifts, have 
favours done and the date or the kick off 
time gets changed, sod it, why bother.’
